Other services include: (1) Conducting tours at the Denver 
Mint which are extremely educational in that the general pu c 
learns how coins are actually minted: (2) Responding to both tele¬ 
phone and letter inquiries pertaining to questions regarding coinage 
processes, coinage history, government employment, both career and 
political; and, (3) Selling coins and medals to those interested 

collectors. 


The Denver Mint produces an average of 24,000,000 coins daily. 
Ten percent of the women make up the Denver Mint's work force. 


The Denver Mint Sales Room sells the Denver Mint souvenir sets 
which consist of the half-dollar, quarter dollar, dime, nickel, cent, 
and the commemorative medals of the Denver Mint. These sets are sold 
over-the-counter only at Mint outlets in Denver, Philadelphia, San 
Francisco, and Washington, D.C.
